that the German which had bested an unprepared France could be 
made to dominate the world. The German legions were launched. 
All Germany was called to arms, every man capable of carrying a 
rifle being set afoot to carry out the plan of invasion secretly com- 
pleted during four decades of peace.’ So complete was the German 
plan that Germany’s strength was at its maximum the moment the 
war was called. 

The war has been going less than three months. Germany’s 
achievement so far has been to place two million men on the Russian 
frontisr where they are held against further progress by an equai 
force assembled by a country which was presupposed to be so unpre- 
pared as to be unable to offer any resistence within months of the 
declaration of war, and to place two million and a half men in France, 
where, instead of the quick conquest which was expected, the German 
legions are being slowly but irresistibly driven back, Behind these 
two great battle lines millions more ef the allies’ men are steadily 
coming up. Their fighting force is increasing every day in numbers 
and etliciency. The nature of the thing Germany has attempted is 
becoming known not only to the millions of inhabitants of the 
countries at war with Germany, but to the inhabitants of the neutral 
countries as well. Germany’s militarism is unmasked; her plan to 
subjugate the World is understood. Meantime the striking power 
behind the German blows grows weaker every day. Her maximum 
strength goes down, down, always down. Her patriarchs and her 
children are under arms, One million and a quarter men have been 
placed hors de combat by one cause and another. Her commerce is 
wrecked, her industry ruined, her finances reel from a blow the effects 
of which could not be recouped by decades of her former industry and 
prosperity. Her former good name has become anathema to the fair- 
dealing nations of the globe. The inevitable denouement to the 
Prussian dream of dominance is already in plain sight. Already the 
Prussian plan of agression has failed. They are on the defensive. 

In a defensive campaign the German legions will fight with the 
ferocity of cornered rats. Many terrible battles remain to be fought, 
countless lives to be sacrificed. Much beautiful country will be de- 
vastated, many homes be swept away, many cities fall. More mil- 
lions of soldiers will be required to humble Germany on the defensive 
than to hold against her attacks. The business of the day is to get 
these men to the front. Britain, in every corner of her empire, offers 
every man the opportunity—without placing upon any man __ the 
obligation—to join the fight for the emancipation of the world from 
militarist ideals. Only absolute confidence in the purity of her pur- 
pose could alone prompt any government to thus rest t} 
the state upon the popular willingness to serve. If British subjects 
jn every quarter of the globe answer to the call in a proportion which 
corresponds with the necessity, the certainty of the ultimate humilia- 
tion of the Prussian lust to dominate the world through conquest will 
be made doubly certain and the ideals which possess the great heart 
of British democracy—the ideals of progress toward human liberty 
throurh the sanctification of peace—will prevail in the hour when,

Coming, as they did, from a} 
country now being laid waste by war, the commentary of members | 
upon the wasteful ways of America through sheer thoughtlessness is 
the more remarkable. Here is what one member of the mission, 
Henry Cautin de Weart, told a Chicago paper: 

“On our ride from Montreal to Chicago we saw hundreds 
of miles of fertile lands lying fallow. We saw orchards and 
fields with ungathered products rotting on the ground. We 
saw miles of young trees being destroyed by engine sparks 
and left to burn urinoticed. Everywhere the farms and resi- 
dences were divided by wooden fences that contained enough 
lumber to build the homes of an empire. 

“The waste of America is not confined to materials. Never 
can a European believe the magnitude of wasted labor in 
America unless he visits the cities. Hundreds of thousands 
of men, whose energy might be applied to production, remain 
in enforced idleness. 

“In the country, wasted lands; in the cities wasted men. 
On the trees and plants, ungathered food; in the centers of 
population, hungry elements of American life. Why do not 
the statesmen here address themselves to bring about an 
adjustment that will cure these evils. 

“If any country in Europe had such bounteous natural 
wealth, such limitless land area fit for cultivation, and such 
unused labor energy, it would be quickly transformed into 
prosperity beyond dreams.

FIGHTING AT LILLE IS 
WATCHED WITH INTEREST 


Exchange to be Made Among 
Belligerents For Exchange 
Interned Civilian 


Paris, Oct. “.—(6,20 a.in.)—Increas- 
ing satisfaction war shown by the 
people of Paris today on reading the 
latest reports from the front. These 
indicate that that the allics are con- 
tinuing thelr offensive overations 
which, in the opinion of the French 
observers, promise the best results, 
The action of the Belgian army and of 
a squadron of British warships in re- 
pulsing an attack by the enemy is a 
subsect of particularly favorable com- 
ment. 

The public was equally gratified by 
the announcement of the situation in 
Alsace. This was the first time In 
some days that the war office has in- 
dicated defintiely the French positions, 
It is now seen that French troops have 
almost reached the outlet of the val- 
leys lending to the plains of the river 
WL, which flows north through Alsace 
and empties tnto the Rhine. The 
French now consider that they are 
firmly established in Alsace on terri- 
tory doubly dear to /them, Word has 
been received also that the Germans 
are hastily preparing new defensive 
worss at Strassburg. Vineyards have 
been levelled by the German engineers 
in carrying out this work. 

The fighting in the vicintly of Lille 
has been watched with deep Interest 
here and it ts hoped that not many 
days will pass before the allies take 
this position. 

The institute of France, after a Hve- 
ly meeting, has decided to read in pub- 
le at its annual meeting next Thurs- 
day the report of five of Its members 
condoning the course of Germany in 
the present war. 

After long continued negotiations 
through the intermediary of the Amer- 
ican legation at Berne Switzerland, 
exchanges are about to be made 
among the belfgerent countries of in- 
terned civilians. It has been decided 
that all women and children and all 
males under 17 years will be = ex- 
changed between France and Austria. 
So far as is known here the arrange- 
ments with Germany have not been 
fully completed, but it is believed that 
several tralnloads of German civilians 
in France will be allowed to return to 
the German frontier. 

Certain men over 17 years and mili- 
tary prisoners will not be returned.

ANARCHY AND FAMINE 
REIGNING IN ALBANIA 
ITALY TO INTERFERE 


Rome, Oct. 31.—Anarchy reigns at 
Avlona, Albania, according to the 
newspaper Giornale D'Italia, owing to 
the struggle between the Christians 
and the Mussulmen, Famine also adds 
to the difficulties of the situation. 

The newspaper says that so-called 
“Eptrote battalions,” which it declares 
are Greek troops disguised as irregu- 
lars, are gradually nibbling at the ter- 
ritory around Avlona, totally ignoring 
decisions of the conference of London 
concerning the Albanian frotier. Italy, 
it 1s said, considers the inviolability of 
Avlona as the leading point in her 
national policy, and will protect Av- 
lona against both Austria and Greece. 

The Italian government, says the 
Giornale D'Italia, has notified Vienna, 
Berlin, London, Paris and Petrograd 
that it cannot further tolerate a sys- 
tematic violation of the independence 
and integrity of Albania.
